DOUBTFUL ECONOMY 

It costs Canada $300,000 a year to 
belong to the League of Nations. Some 
impatient brethren of the press are sug- 
gesting it would be a good idea to drop out 
and save the money, seeing that the 
League has not managed to stop war and 
has not brought about disarmament. 

But who knows that the League has 
not managed to “stop war,” so far as Can- 
ada is concerned? There have been the 
makings of two or three wars in Europe in 
the last year, with doubtful chances that 
the British Empire could keep out of 
them; but they didn’t happen. Perhaps 
the League stopped them, or helped, and 
if so membership is dirt cheap at the 
price. It cost us twice $300,000 to main- 
tain our army in France for one day, some 
years ago. 

When the house has narrowly missed 
catching fire, and conditions point to a 
continuance of the danger, is not a good 
time to talk about disbanding the fire 
brigade to save expense. 


JASPER, A DOMINION ASSET 
OR LIABILITY? 

Jasper Park was visited last summer 
by 12,000 people who arrived there other- 
wise than by train, most of them by motor 
car. Tourists travel, on the average, 
rather more than three to the car. During 
the season Jasper was visited at most by 
about 4,000 cars, from points far and near. 

Banff was visited this year by 25,000 
cars east-bound and 26,000 cars west- 
bound. The west-bound cars carried 87,000 
passengers. East-bound cars at that rate 
may be supposed to have carried 85,000 
passengers. A total of 172,000 people who 
reached Banff by motor car, as against 
12,000 who visited Jasper in the recent 
motoring 

There is every reason to suppose Jasper 
would attract as many tourists as Banff in 
a summer if given the same highway inlets 
and outlets, east and west. The part of 
Alberta naturally tributary to Jasper is 
larger and more thickly settled than the 
vart tributary to Banff. And to the tour- 
ist from the United States the added dis- 
tance to Jasper would mean nothing but 
another reason why he should make the 
trip; the longer the distance the greater 
the inducement if the roads are good and 
the scenery worth seeing. 

On that calculation, Jasper lost this 
year 160,000 motor tourists because it is 
deprived of the highway connections Banff 
enjoys. At the minimum rate of $10 per 
head of tourist expenditure, the business 
interests in Jasper are poorer by $1,600,- 
000 as a result of this summer's operations 
because Jasper is not accessible by high- 
ways east and west. A good dea! of which 
business has been lost to the hotel which 
the Canadian National Railways operate 
at Jasper—at heavy loss. ; 

The Dominion is throwing away money 
every year by refusing to help complete 
the highway from Edmonton to Jasper 
and from Jasper through the mountains to 
connect with the B.C. highways. Tourist 
expenditure in one good season would go 
a long way to pay back, through the facili- 
ties of Jasper Lodge, what it would cost 
the Dominion to make a substantial con- 
tribution to the cost of putting its park 
on the highway map of the continent.

WAGES FOR “DOLES” 

Every candidate for a place on Edmon- 
ton's council for 1934 seems to be con- 
vinced on one point—that the “dole” 
should be abandoned, and a policy adopted 
that will offer work with wages to men 
who cannot find employment in the usual 
way. 

On that issue there appears to be unan- 
imous agreement among the candidates, 
as there undoubtedly is very genera! 
agreement among the electors. Next year's 
council, we may assume, will be a unit on 
the proposition that work schemes of some 
kind be substituted in Edmonton for the 
handing out of “direct relief.” 

In the circumstances this amounts to 
a proposal that the Dominion Government 
in one way or another make available a 
supply of cheap money with which the 
city, in co-operation with the provincial 
and federal Governments, can buy mater-

ials and pay wages for the carrying out of 
improvement undertakings. 

That is the only source from which 
money, or the financial help necessary to 
get money, can come; and unless the 
money is supplied at a minimum rate of 
interest the project would be beyond hope 
Edmonton could not pay its share of the 
cost of undertakings sufficient to the need 
if it had to borrow the money at the pres- 
ent high rate of interest. 

If this altogether desirable change in 
policy is to be made, next year’s council 
will have to be composed of men who not 
only want the change but who will be pre- 
pared to urge it aggressively upon the Do- 
minion authorities. That urging will be 
needed is obvious. Work schemes are 
taboo at Ottawa at present, as being too 
costly. No amount of pious wishing and 
deferential suggestion on the part of the 
city council will bring a change of mind in 
that quarter. 

It 8 very probable that before anything 
can be accomplished in that respect the 
councils of western cities will have to band 
themselves together and make representa- 
tions to Ottawa which will be in the nature 
of demands rather than requests. Edmon- 
ton cannot expect to be treated other than 
its contemporaries, and what the Domin- 
ion does for one it will have to do for all. 


It is to be supposed the candidates for 
council, in pledging their desire for a work 
policy, mean what they say and are pre- 
pared to take the necessary steps to make 
the desire effective; even to the extent of 
joining the representatives of the other 
western centres in putting up the liveliest 
kind of a fight against a continuance of 
the present march toward bankrupicy via 
the “direct relief” route. F

HAS YOUR CHILD FEELING HE CAN'T 
“MAKE GOOD" 

Every child is born with a healthy self-confi- 
dence. If he keeps faith in himself he will grow 
up to win a reasonable amount of success; but if 
he loses his self-confidence, he is likely to be- 
come fearful, anxious, uncertain, 
handicapped by a feeling that 
he can not make good. He is 
afraid to try things which he is 
actually able to do well. He 
feels that others are just a little 
smarter than he is, a little more 
able to succeed, 

Most feelings of inferiority 
begin in childhood. A child is 
endowed with a supreme con- 
fidence in himself and he has to 
learn that he is a failure. He 
does not realize that he is learn- 
ing a false estimate and that in 
reality he is probably able to 
do anything he is likely to have to do. He gets 
into the habit of feeling he is a failure and may 
never discover his own worth. 

The worst part of the situation is that by failing 
in some few specific things he carries this feeling 
of failure over until it becomes a general feeling 
which he applies to everything he tries. A general 
attitude of fear fo not making good may remain 
with the child and by the time he is thirty it may 
have grown so strong that he will begin to be 
afraid he cannot do the work which he is doing 
and doing well. At such a time, in order to es- 
cape from an unbearable situation, he may develop 
some illness such as stomach trouble, which can- 
not be fully cured until his feeling of inferiority is 
overcome and he regains that full confidence in 
himself and his ability which he should have kept 
all the time. 

As a general rule, we find these crippling feel- 
ings of inferiority in those who are above the 
average in smartness, in talent, or in special ability, 
as such children are unusually sensitive, They 
often have gifts which would bring joy to others, 
if only they could throw off this paralyzing, freez- 
ing fear of failure which blocks everything they 
try to do and could just once get started actually 
doing the work which they do best. 

In building up a feeling of failure there is in- 
some one point where such a feeling 
started. In practically every case, the first or or- 
iginal circumstance is totally forgotten, but the 
fear remains as a general fear which gradually 
spreads through the mental attitude just as a cup- 
ful of nki will spread through a quart of water 
This fear feeling frequently increases on account 
of the fact that when the child is afraid, he tries 
to hide it. He is ashamed of the fear and con- 
tinually fights it, as a problem which he can not 
solve, nor talk about. 

In a great many instances, the fear of not mak- 
ing good starts at home, in the way that the par- 
ent handles the child. The parent may thoughtless- 
ly destroy the child's faith in his powers and leave 
him uncertain and unsure, headed straight for 
failure all through life. The parent may do this by 
making fun of the child's clumsy efforts, or by 
telling him that he is not so smart nor as good- 
looking as some other child. He may teach the 
child to be afraid with threats of policemen and 
burglars. He may frighten the child with storie: 
of accidents or diseases. Or the child may be made 
to feel shy because he is forced to show off before 
company. Sometimes the parents harm the child 
by demanding that he get the very best grades in 
all his school subjects, even in studies which are 
hard for him. Then when he anly average 
grades he fears that he wij] never be able to do 
all his parents expect of him. Gradually the fear 
grows that he can not make good. The reason that 
he has trouble at school will not depend upon his 
ability to learn, for probably with a little of the 
“let alone” treatment he could learn well enough 
His difficulty is that his fear of failure is com- 
pletely blocking him. Instead of having trouble 
with his school work, he is having trouble with 
his emotions. A child who is scolded at home about 
his failure at school stands a very poor chance of 
succeeding

THE FIRST DOMINION 
PARLIAMENT 

On November 5th, in 1867 
first Parliament of the Domin- 
ion of Canada assembled at Ot- 
tawa. The Parliament of the 
Province of Canada had sat 
the new capital from June 
August, representing only 
present provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, but the new Parliament 
consisted of elected representa- 
tives of Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Quebec and Ontario. There 
were 24 senators each from On- 
tario and Quebec and 12 each 
from Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick with 181 members of 
the House of Commons, °2 from 
Ontario, 65 from Quebec, 19 from 
Nova Scotia and 15 from New 
Brunswick. 

Hon. J. E. Caughon, who 
been a member of two ministries 
of the Province of Canada and 
was afterwards lieutenant gover- 
nor of Manitoba, was nominated 
Speaker 0’ the Senate, while Hon 
Cockb*n, who had been 
Solicitor Gero~-' for Canada West 
in the Trche-Macdonald ~inistry 
in 1854, elected the first 
Speaker House of Com- 
mons

Add remain- 
ing flour slowly, using just enough 
to make the dough of such consis- 
tency that it can be kneaded with- 


out sticking to the ard. Knead 
urtil the dough is smooth and 
springy 

Put into an oiled mixin; bowl, 


cover with a clean cloth and large 
plate Put in a warm place and 
leave it until it is double in bulk 
It will take about ont hour. Then 
cut through and through with a 
ease knife and knead into a smooth 
ball. Let rise again to double its 
bulk. Make into two loaves and let 
these rise in a war place until 
double in bulk. Bake in a hot oven 
for 15 minutes. Then reduce heat 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
45 minutes. 
WATCH TEMPERATURE 

The temperature of the dough 


during the rising should be care- 
fully watched. Between 75 and 80 


degrees F. should be maintained 
throughout the whole process, 
After the dough has risen the 


first time to double its bulk it can 
be “cut down” and kept in the re- 
frigerator for a day or longer Re- 
member that it will take the chilled 
dough longer to rise when made in- 
to loaves, so allow abcut two hours 
for this rising before baking
